Specification 

3. It is requested that a status paragraph referring to the 371 status of the present 
application be added as the first paragraph in the specification. 

Response to Amendment 

4. The Response of March 1 1 , 2004 canceled claims 1 -9 and added claims 1 0-1 4. 
Accordingly, the claims now pending are claims 10-14. 

5. In view of the amendments and arguments in the Response, all criticisms in the 
last Office action have been overcome. Upon review of the record, however, the 
following new ground of rejection is seen necessary. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



6. Claims 10-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Compound claims 13 and 14 are improperly 
dependent on method of use claim 10. Rewriting claim 13 in independent form to 
include formula I and all the necessary definitions, for example the L and L' groups, is 
requested. Further, the groups "pyridyl" and "2-pyridyl" in the A 3 definition in claims 10 
and 13 is confusing since overlap in involved. Correction and/or clarification is
